Washington, May 18.— Bookkeep- 
ers and office assistants die youngest 
and farmers die oUest acconling to a 
Bureau of Labor statistics report issu- 
ed today, based on analysis of deaths 
recorded by a life insurance company 
between 1911 and 1912. The wmge 
age of death among bookkeepers and 
clerks was 36 years, and among farm- 
ers 58 years. 

Tnberculosis caused 35 deaths of 
clerks, the highest record for that dis- 
ease, and heart disease was responsi- 
ble for the largest number of farm- 
ers' deaths, IG per cent.
